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Tne Wnigky Poson Kixa,—The New York
papers recently recorded the death of an extra-
ordinary individusl, without, however, giving
uny memoir of him, though his career, in manv
respects, was cheekered and remarkable, David
Patullo, or Pat Yewlow, as his Irish friends
called him sometimes, when Inguiring alter his
symposinm, varying the designutiou to Pat
You-know, the celebrated Whisky Punch Klug,
i& the pertonage aliudcd o, and lor many years
hie establishment has been one of the most
voted places in New York., It was, in truth, far
better known than that of the *“*Wickedest
Mau,” and though guite as d'riy, or tit possible
more #o, was far more rospeetable.  David dealt
inademoralizing (:ﬂllll‘hl'.ldllf, buat he was strietly
respectable, and a man of honor in his trans.
actions,

David Patullo was born in the county o! Forfar,
in Scotland, about sixty-one years ago, In his
youth, along with suother brother, he was
upprenticed to one Hotcheson, an extensive
grocer and liquor dealer in its leading town of
Dondee, where, on termination of their appren-
ticeship, the two commenced busivess in the
same capacily., They were, however, unsuc
cessfol; and being a haueghty man, David could
not brook the iden of fallure., He accordingly
gold off everythivg, and with his brother
migrated to New York about the year 1830,
Here he eutered upon 1he same business, cou-
fiomg bis operations ceolely to liquors; bat,
though they suld only those of the Anest quality,
fortune for many years retosed to smile vpon
thoir efforts, He confined himself chiefly to
wholesale or family business, and as he never
stirred from his den, and was tao haoghty to
sohicit patronnge, small success attended his
eflorte, The younger brother, a man of much
lers decidea  charaeter, took this so seriously to
heart that, in an hour of despondency, he con-
mitted sulelde by eutting s throat, sand the
olker seemed upon the point ol tollowing his
exaniple, when some kivdly neighbors came in
to condole with him. It was o cold winter
day, snd the poor afflicted man olfered thom
i gines of whisky., Tuey suggested the addition
ol & httle hot water, and David thereapon male
n glase of such whisky punch as they had never,
1n the whole course of their lives, tasted before.
1t was the genuine Usquebangh Glenlivat, or
Farlutosh, wholly unadulterated, and they not
ouly smacked their lips aiter diloking it bat
requested anothier glase. David made it, but
refuged to nccept uny pay. Next day they re-
torned auvd requested a repetition of the dose.
David again complied, and sgain was for taking
1o money. But they iusisted on paying, thougn
be would accept no more thun the cost of the
ingredients, Day after day, however, they re-
turned, apd brought others with them. Patullo,
at thelr suggestion, made a slight addition to
the price, sufliclent to allow him & small rewmu-
neration: and this was the souree of the founda-
tion of the celebraled *Cobweb Hall,” as his
establishment was called in cousequence of its
filth, and the fortune of fully bve havdred thous
Ffand dollars which its recent propriclor has
lately lett,

Putullo soon added to his whiekg atore liquora
of every description, and there the public was
sure of obtaining the commodity unadaolterated.
With a etrange perversity, however, he now
gave up the family trude and dealt solely in the
retall busiess, Rvery species of aleoholic pro-
duction was to be had on his premiscs, and all
of the purest desoription. But he was nota
ﬂood judge of any liquor except whisky aund ale,

ence his wives and brandies were of an in-
ferior order, and the former indeed were rarely
called for by the rough customers who fre-
quented his bar, Whisky and ale were what
tuey called for, and at hail-price they obtained
both, m stffu superior to that presented at
any other establishment in the city. Nelther
the Astor House, the Fif b Avenue Hotel, nor
the st, Nicholas conld produce such u glass ol
whisky punch as David did, aud hence aristo-
crutic customers irom euch daily came down to
taste his beverage—an honor which he received
with geim satistaction, s he insisied oun their
tuking their places alosg with the other cus-
lomers, dirty evough, at bis bur.

A lew years ago his original den was burned
down, in consequence of a Hire ju the neighbor-
Lood, and David rewoved to larger premises,
but still kept them dirty as ever. He was per-
eunded, howeyer, now to add a few chairs to
the place—for hie customers hitherto, if desirous
of sitting down, lor the purpose of more satisfac-
torily imbibivg the siewming beverage, were
obliged to content themselves with the ends of
barrele, aud he nlso added, for his own benefit,
his countryman Benuett's newspaper, Latterly
the World was superadded for his own exclusive
delight, for David was an intense Demoorat—so
intense, fn taet, that he threatened to leave the
country in disgust it President Lineoln were re-
clected. But readine was what he did not en
courage, 08 1t was Lkely to interfere with the
#ile ol liguors,

In this muwiner the fame and the trads of
Lis estublishment dally incrensed, and David
bad at last a foree ot half-a-dozen men who did
nothisg bat diaw ale and brew whisky punches
08 fust a8 If their arms were golug by m achinery.
He scorned cver 1o parlicipate in the sction
himeelf, but steod arimly ookivg on st one end
of the counter ns if he were wholly unconeerned.,
There the fgure of o fine lookin g man might have
been obeerved, with teatures firmore olagantly
cbiselied than the vaunted ones of Hollman, the
Mayor of New York, clad in fasblonable psnts
aod vest, with an elezaut white chapean, bat a
most villanous raggod cout; for David was thue
ready to start in bis barouche and pair at 4
o'clack, after previously drawing up at the 8t,
Nicholas, or any other of the fushiopabla hotels
where he invariably dwelt, to take hls drive iu
the Ceotral Park, or to eject any of his
vpruly eusfomirs, 8s the case wight be, wud
the urgency of the waller require., e was &
quiet man, however, asd svoided al dispiay,
helding the feshionable world equally in coa-
empt on the one band, sud never lnterleriug
With bis cugtomers, unless they were unusuaily
lucbriated, un the oither, Tie only show he
